take the friendly tafk, to caution the 
people againít the danger rowhich they 
are expofed, As no One kat ucivteria- 
ken it, if the public will grant their 
attention, Í will, in as plain a manner 
as poflible, lay rhy ideas on the fobjedt 
before them. > 

There are many Circuthftancés in 
this goveroment; which render the at- 
tention of the. people partitularly net 
ceflary, Not only many of our laws 
were made, but otr conftitutiob was 
formed; at atime of the greateft po- 
litical fermentation, It is noreficétion 
on the wildom of thofe patriots who 
formed them, to fay, shey are not pet- 
fed. They are ds perfect as the necef- 
ficies and circumitánces of the times 
would aditic, He is but a novice in 
government, who fuppofes that a per- 
tect fyftem would grow tp in a day.

People 
who a6 on this prificiple, are govern” 
ed with much greater difficulty, than 
thofe who are conftant, in the exercife 
of their'rights: they are apt to fup~ 
pote their lepiffators are governed by 
she fame contrafted principles which 
actuate themfelves: havihg lived by 
themfélves; they become Gnacqua‘nted 
wich thë true principles of civil liberty: 
Jaws, though calculated for the good 
of the coffimunity, they will trequent- 
Jy confider only as infringefnents on 
their liberty. A babit of neglecting 
thefe rights which a man really pef- 
diles, prevents his judging properly 
of thofe he has given up to the com 
munity.

* J have unfortunately been one of the fifty 
who have fuffered an unparallaled fhiprwreck on 
a favagé coaft in the Scuth Seas, on the tenth of 
Atguf, 1787 - At midnight, the Jbip Antakpe, 
under a preffing fail, firuck on a rift of rocks, 

five leagues diflant fiom the land called Paline. 
Her dangercus fituation inflantly put us under 
the neceffity of bazarding our lives on a zeft on 
Jborezo the mercy of the favrges It peafed 
God we landed fafe the following évening with 
the iofs cnly of one man, on a fmall uninhabited 
ifland, fome little difance from the main. Three 
days after we had fecreted curfelves in a fmall 
icve. the natives difecvered us, and at firfin- 
tended to make us their flaves, as we jaw they 
did fome Malays, from a pivate fnow, wrecked 
gn the fame rocks ten months previous to cur dif 
afier ; but feeing the mufkets we had brought, 
and knówing thém to be our protection, from the 
report the Malays had given of their we and 
execution when in Englifo hands : they were 
fearful of attacking us, On the fifteenth day 


the bach of the ifland, andentered theGove with 
atoutifeven hundred unarmed, After a few
